A resolution Was passed to 
the effect that all dependent residents of 
Jacksonville be sent to Camp Mitchell, where 
they will be in competent hands and allowed 
all the liberties possible under the circum- 
stances. It ig said that politieal preference 
will be accorded to those who have stood by 
the city throughout the plague. 

A TOUCHING INCIDENT. 
A touching incident came to light yesterday, 
when a littie 10-year-old boy, named Starck, 
was discharged cured from the Sand Hills. He 
came to town and on reaching his former 
home found it deserted by all save a little pet 
cat. His mother, father, brothers and sisters 
had all been carried off by the fever. When 
told of it his eyes filled with tears. After a 
moment’s hesitation he took the kitten in his 
arms, and in a trembling voice said, ‘‘Come, 
kitty; we're all that’s lets.“ The littie boy 
will be taken care of.

GAINESVILLE, Fla., September 23.—The sick 
here are improving rapidly and no new cases 
have been discovered. The five guards who 
were taken down with the fever here on their 
way home are doing well and will be dis- 
charged in a day or two.

Louisville Not Afraid. 


LOUISVILEE, Ky. , September 2. At a west- 
ing of physicians and others, called by Mayor 
Jacob, it has been decided to open the gates 
of Louisville to yellow fever refugees. A train 
brought in 135 from Decatur this morning. 
There is no excitement here. At the meeting 
of doctorsit was the sentiment that Louls- 
ville was in- no danger. When the physicians 
had given their views, all declared most em- 
phatically to the effect that the should not 
‘be quarantined, but that 1% ropeat its 
humane act of 1878 in welcoming the refugees 
with open doors.

Refugees Arrested in New York. 


New Tonk, September 2.—Two refugees 
from. a quarantine camp in Florida were 
seized to-day by the health officers in 
this city, put under arrest and taken to 
North Brothers’ Island, where they are kept 
as close prisoners by order of the Board 
of Health. The refugees come from an in- 
fected city, said to be Jacksonville, and 
had agreed voluntarily to undergo a ten days’ 
quarantine before continuing on their jour- 
ney north. They broke their parole 
and came through by rail. Their 
destination was known to the authorities at 
the Quarantine Camp, however, and they 
telegraphed to President Bayles to inter- 
cept them. Upon their arrival to-day 
they were arrested at the train. They will 
be quarantined on the for the re- 
mainder of the ten days and longer if 
necessary. The health officers will not give 
their names, but President Bayles, speaking 
for the board, said: ‘‘Henceforth we 
hall arrest and quarantine for the proper 
time all persons violating their quaran- 


| tine parole in the South, whenever we are in- 


formed of the presenceof such refugees in 
the city. Our sources of information 
are such as to render it dificult for 
them to escape detection. It is our intention 
to sustain as fully as possible the health au- 
thorities in the South. Close telegraph com- 
munication bas been established for this pur- 
pose with the quarantine camps and local 
health boards in the infected districts.’’
